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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues the following points: 

1 ) Armstrong in view of Meriaz fails to teach "signal circuitry producing an outgoing displacement signal responsive to said sensor signals 
and a second outgoing signal responsive to the first plurality of signals" as claimed. Specifically Meriaz fails to teach outputing the first out 
going signal and the second outgoing signal because Meriaz teaches that the two signals are exclusively output from the mouse/trackball 
device. 

The examiner is not arguing that Meriaz teaches outputting the two signals at the same time but the fact that Meriaz is teaching that the 
mouse/trackball is merely outputting the two signals, it may be exclusive however the claim does not call for outputting the two signals at 
the same time so the argument is moot. 

2) The applicant argues that Armstrong teaches away from a trackball/mouse combination. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees, even though Armstrong cites disadvantages to the prior art he still combines his own invention with 
known elements in the prior art please see Figs. 8-10. 

3) The applicant asks for evidence of offical notice. 

The examiner provides Vinogradov (US 6664947 B1) for capacitive, electromagnetic, magnetic and resonance sensors (note, polarization 
is an inherent feature of electromagnetic and magnetic sensors). 

4) The applicant argues that Armstrong fails to teach pressure sensor. The examiner respectfully disagrees, a simple switch operating as 
a sensor for a press or a movement can be considered a digital pressure sensor, sensing in one of two states on and off. 
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
